(By the Associated Press) 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IX FRANCE (Tuesday)—Lieutenant 
William H. Taylor, of New York, 
chased a German biplane from the 
American lines to over Pagny-Sur- 
Moselle, north of Pont-A-Mousson 
today and defeated the Boche in a 
desperate fight five thousand metres 
in the air.

barely missed Lieutenant Taylor and 
punctured a wing of his airplane. A
